Commitment  to  the  Future 

At  Prizegiving,  the  Chairman  of  the  Board  of  Directors,  Michael  Goldbloom,  officially  launched 
he  School's  "Making  Room  for  the  Future"  campaign  to  sustain  excellence  at  Selwyn  House.  He  also 
nnounced  that,  under  the  leadership  of  the  Campaign  Cabinet,  the  School  had  raised  $7.5  million 
Dward  our  objective  of  $10  million,  with  construction  due  to  begin  in  June  2001.  Our  priorities  are  the 
allowing:  one,  to  enlarge  classrooms  and  reorganize  space  for  the  improved  delivery  of  the  programme 
nd  for  the  increasing  integration  of  technology  in  the  curriculum;  two,  to  build  a  modern  state-of-the  art 
brary/learning  centre;  three,  to  improve  the  dining  facilities;  and  four,  to  increase  endowment  for 
nancial  assistance. 

Independent  of  this  campaign,  the  School  will  also  invest  $1  million  in  the  next  three  years  in  a 
omprehensive  technology  plan.  The  plan  moves  us  significantly  toward  full,  effective  and  wise  use  of 
echnology,  while  allowing  us  to  leverage  fully  the  technology  students  use  at  home,  and  to  base  our 
itegration  of  technology  on  the  increasing  power  of  the  internet  as  a  medium,  where  appropriate,  for 
lformation  gathering  and  communication. 

These  announcements  are  confirmation  of  the  commitment  of  Selwyn  House  supporters  who 
ealize  that  the  growth  of  quality  education  requires  substantial  investment.  The  School  is  tremendously 
rateful  to  those  who  have  placed  their  confidence  in  the  future,  and  we  are  encouraged  by  and  welcom- 
lg  of  the  opportunities  we  anticipate  to  enhance  teaching  and  learning  at  Selwyn  House.
